Federation Ltd would 
not sell Valentine Park 
for $10 miilion if it was 
offered. 

“The value of the 
Property Is more than 
that now.” 

The speaker was NSW 
Federation president John 
Constantine, and he 
based the estimated value 
on the going rate for farm- 
lets and residential pro- 
Perties in the immediate 
vicinity, as well as other 
criteria. 

The first three stages 
that have been con- 
structed over the past 12 
years are valued at $3.1 
million. 

That is for the well-con- 
structed bricks and mortar 
of gymnasium and office 
complex complete with 
canteen, huge kitchen and 
meeting rooms, as well as 
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the two story, 60 suite 
accomodation block. 

Also included is the 
swimming pool, huge car 
parking area and sports 
fields spread over the 
adjoining countryside. 

The land itself. is 26.5 
hectares, and its Parkiea 
location in Sydney’s outer 
western suburbs is part of 
the Rouse Hill Develop- 
ment area. 

Thanks to the foresight 
of NSW Executive mem- 
ber Charles’ Valentine, 
who originally owned part 
of the property, much of 
the site works was com- 
pleted without cost to the 
NSW Soccer Federation. 


The NSW Local Gov- 
emment Engineers 
Association and the Con- 
struction, Plant and Mate- 
rials Association both held 
field days at the property. 

This enabled the car

“The latest release will 
bring residences right up 
to one side of Valentine 
Park.”

“LET’s GET one thing straight from the start, | 


didn’t resign, | was sack 


’. That’s how Gus Mac- 


Leod reacted when | went to Interview him after he 
had left his beloved Green Gully. 


As everyone who knows 
him would testify, Gus is 
not one to mince words. 
He always comes straight 
to the point, just as he 
never took a backward 
step as a player. 

“Pm very upset with a 
couple of journalists in 
Melbourne, too,”’ he says, 
warming to the subject, 
“who rushed into print with 
the club’s version of what 
happened. 

“If they had bothered to 
check with me they would 
have had the truth. On the 
Monday night after we had 
been beaten by Caulfield 
City, the committee met 
and officially decided to 
throw in the towel as far as 
the League was con- 
cerned. 

“Polonia was five points 
clear with five games to go, 
and as far as the commit- 
tee was concemed, that 
was it. 

“So, when we tumed up 
for training on the Tuesday 
night, the president, Vic 
Farrugia, came into the 
dressing room and told the 
players that we wouldn't 
win the League. 

“Then he told me that it 
had been decided | should 
drop four senior players 
from the squad to save 
money and replace them 


with four of the youth team, 
‘to see how they would go 
for next year,” as he put it. 


“told him | would do no 
such thing, | was there to 
do the job the best way | 
knew how, and | didn’t 
agree that Gully’s cause 
was hopeless. 

“Lt said ‘what's the 
alternative if | don’t do as 
you want’ and he said 
‘you'll have to go’ — and | 
went.

ONE of the saddest and most alarming features in 
this year’s West End National League Is the 
dramatic lack of Interest shown towards the com- 
petition In the former stronghold of Melbourne. 


When traditional crowd 
pulling giants like South 
Melbourne, Heidelberg 
and Croatia struggle to 
draw 2000 fans at their 


matches something is 
obviously seriously 
wrong. 

Manly reasons have 


been forwarded as to what 
caused this huge decline 
in spectator support, but 
unless the situation is 
addressed and steps 
taken to rectify it, the whole 
concept of a national com- 
petition faces a very bleak 
future. 


One of the worst possi- 
ble scenarios for the 
league would be to have all 
five Sydney teams com- 
peting amongst them- 
selves in the end of season 
play offs, yet a quick 


glance at the current 
league table points to an 
ever increasing possibility 
of that happening. 

- This relative lack of suc- 
cess on the playing field 
does nothing to encour- 
age fans to support their 
teams. What's even worse 
is the generally drab, over- 
ly physical brand of foot- 
ball that most Melbourne 
sides seem to consistently 
dish up. 

It's not too many years 
ago that Victorian teams 
were considered to be 
amongst the most cuitured 
in the country — today the 
opposite is true. 

There can be little argu- 
ment that the strong British 
influence which exists in 
so many clubs. has taken 
away much of the skill and 
technique out of the game.
